DDI cited various graphics in the latest monthly report on Vietnam. 
He said he is writing to Ambassador Unger suggesting that some of our 
Vietnam reporting be combined. At present, Dailies, Weeklies, and Month- 
lies are being issued.

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ACTIONS 


1. DCI directed preparation of a memo on the operational character- 
istics of the SA-3. He wants to see the memo and wants dissemination in 
such a way as to assure that military planners have the information available 
to them. (DDI, in consultation with DDS&T as appropriate -- 15 September) 

2. DCI asked for preparation of a special memo on the situation and 

i n the light of certain differences of view within the 303 
Committee. The memo is to be prepared over the weekend by the Agency and 
is to be submitted for interAgency concurrences, possibly for eventual 
issuance as a SNIE. (DDI, in consultation with DDP -- 13 September) 

3. The DCI's meeting with Goldberg has been postponed to 10:00 a.m. 
on 18 September. DDI is to give Goldberg a briefing on the world situation. 
DDP is to brief on the Clandestine Services. (DDI and DDP) 
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4. Henry Kissinger and George Lodge are to be invited to attend 
forthcoming meetings between Agency officials and and com- 
pany to ensure that they are kept abreast of Southeast Asian development 
planning. DDI is to continue to press to set a date for the next meeting.
